Once, each with 
a large following (myself among them 
in the Douglas crowd), they steamed 
down the Mississippi on a little stem 
wheeler belonging on White river. 

As we went down stream Mr. Liu- 
coin took bis stand lu the bow of the 
bont, seeming to look intently ahead, 
though from the speculation in his eye 
I saw he was thinking deeply. He did 
not rouse until some one called out, 
"Say, Mr. Lincoln, doesn't this remind 
you of old times?" He smiled rcuii- 
nlscently and nodded, saying, with a sly 
look at Judge Douglas: "Yes. It was on 
this river I learned bow to keep from 
striking snugs." We understood that 
he meant the argumentative pitfalls 
Douglas bad so often set for him. 

Tbe debate was weuring. nil nlleviu- 
tlons or chance and change and per- 
sonal encounters to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The debaters themselves 
felt lt-more. I think, than any of their 
immediate followers. On one notable 
occasion, when It fell to Douglas' lot 
to close, I buw Mr. Lincoln during the 
Inst speech slip almost unnoticed from 
the platform. I met him ut the steps. 
Douglas hud Just said something 
which caught the crowd and set It yell- 
ing its loudest. "This seems to be 
something »f ■ Douglas crowd." Mr. 



So together we tramped at least four 
blocks, and though the town seemed 
to be deserted it struck me as some- 
what strange that In all that distance 
not a human being appeared to recog- 
nize my companion, although he wo:i 
so marked a figure and the foremost 
man of his party. He reached the ho 
tel utterly exhausted. In nn hour, at 
the outside, the meeting would be over 
and crowds trooping to see him. At 
my suggestion he asked for another 
room than the suit engaged for him. 
There was uone vacant, but the clerk 
upon finding out who wanted it obllg 
lugly put his room nt Mr. Lincoln's dis- 
posal. I helped him to It. Then he 
got his boots off, bound n wet towel 
around his head and stretched himself 
on tbe bed with a sigh of relief. After 
thauklug me warmly, he suld: "Tell 
them not to disturb me. I will he 
down stairs as soon as I nut rested." 
I knew, however, that that would be 
futile and octed ou my own Judgment. 
(Jolng outside, I locked the door, then 
flung the key back over the transom. 
Until he himself chose to reappear, re-

1834 he was appointed by President 
Jackson as postmaster of the incou- 
siderabte bnmlet of New Sulem and 
by John Calhoun to tbe Inconsequen- 
tial position of deputy surveyor at 
Sangamon county.

The action of the liquor organ- 
ization known as the Knights of 
the Royal Arch, in Toledo last 
mouth, is quite suggestive.

One feature of said action was 
the unanimous passing of u reso- 
lution discouraging the use of 
profanity and improper language 
in saloons conducted by mem- 
bers of the order. Each membei 
agreed to abstain himself, undei 
a penalty of $ 5 for each olt'ense 



'and to expulsion from the order 

I for the third offense. 

j Another feature was the agree- 
ment not to sell anything intoxi- 
eatin| to a person already Into* 
icated. This stipulation should 
hardly have been necessary, if 
they are law abiding citizens. It 
leaves us an ugly inference. 
Now, while they were on the 
anxious seat, why didn't they go 
one better and agree not to sell 
anything to a person to make 
him intoxicated? This would 
have been not only the shadow 
of goodness, but the substance 
as well. 

We should not be too exacting, 
however, but remember that 
'great bodies, like great minds, 
move slowly. 

Let us compare the Toledo res- 
olution with the official declara- 
tion of the Royal Arch last year, 
which reads: "In our meetings 
the saloon men merely demand 
rights to defy any man who shall 
impose upon him a law which is 
against him, fighting against his 
bread and butter, and such laws 
should be defied. They should 
be trampled in the dust, and if 
they cannot be revised, then we 
say it is time for ub to become 
anarchists." 

From this standpoint the Tole- 
do vein of piety certainly did 
not come any too soon. Never- 
theless, we believe it a straw 
showing a desire" to cater to the 
growth of public sentiment 
against the demoralizing influ- 
ences of the saloon and its asso- 
ciate evils. 

Statistics show that drinking 
alcoholic liquors as a beverage 
has caused 81 percent of the 
crime represented in prisons and 
reformatories, excluding all mi- 
nor penal institutions and crimi- 
nal courts, !17 percent of the pov- 
erty found in almhouses and 4(1 
percent of the deserted children 
' of the country. 

As the result of an inquiry di- 
rected by the Emperor of Ger- 
many, in 120 military prisons it 
was found that IC> percent of the 
murders were committed by sol- 
diers under the influence of 
drink, and 7! percent of immor- 
al acts due to the same cause. 

In the navy, out of 1(571 pun- 
ishable eases in the past six 
years, it has been proven that 7f> 
percent of the gravest were due 
to drunkenness. 

In view of such startling facts, 
the Fmperor is seriously consid- 
ering the advisability of prohib- 
iting the use of beer in the army 
and navy.
